GORKY'S LUXURIOUS PRISON. 


A Russian Official’s Description of 
the Auther’s Sojourn in Jail. 


. PETERSBURG, Friday, Feb. 10.— 
che “Associated Press correspondent was 
able y y afternoon to see Maxim 
Gorky and can assure the author's friends 
that he is well and cheerful. 

At noon a closed carriage.jin which sat 
Gorky muffled in furs and attended by 
a gendarme, drove out of the grim portal 
of the fortress of St. Peter and St. Paul 
and proceeded at a rapid trot to a lonely 
buliding beyond the Tauride Palace, three 
miles distant, where Gorky, Kedrine, and 
the three professors who were arrested 
with them are almost daily conveyed and 
interrogated by the Procuratér's assist- 
ant. The Associated Press correspondent 
followed and saw. Gorky alight and enter 
the premises, where he remained several 
hours. An officer of gendarmes said: 

“Gorky does not betray the slightest 
sign of discouragement. He is cheerful 
and talkative and retains the fullest com- 
posure during the long interrogations. In- 
deed, he is so self-possessed that he seems 
more like the examiner than the ex- 

The correspondent later saw Gen. Ellis, 
commandant of the fortress, who gave 
the fullest details of the treatment and 
accommodation of political prisoners. ‘I 
am sorry,” said the General, “ that I can- 
not depart from the regulations and allow 
you to visit Gorky's cell, but no stranger 
is ever admitted to the Troubetsko! bas- 
tion, where he is confined. This bastion 
contains thirty cells, all overground, 
roomy, windowed, well 
heated with porcelain stoves. Each cell 
contains a lavatory, running water, and 
electric lights. It is true, the floors are 
asphalted, but this is a necessary pre- 
caution. Each prisoner is taken daily to 
the central courtyard.

FIRE STARTS IN MOTOR BOX

Alarm 20 Minutes Late—Croker Criti- 
clees Police and Low Water 
Pressure. 


More than half the block between 
Eighth and Ninth Avenues, Fifty-third 
; and Fifty-fourth Streets, was ablaze for 
two hours last night. The fire was in the 
car barns of the New York City Rallway, | 
which, with seventy-five cars of the Co- 
lumbus, Sixth and Ninth Avenue lines 
stored there, furnished fine fodder for 
the flames. A delay of twenty minutes in 
sending in the alarm, the inability of the 
few police at first on hand to handle the 
enormous crowd, the icy condition of the 
streets, the insufficient water pressure, 
and the proximity of the West Side Court 
Jail, which abuts the car barns, and 
which was filled with prisoners, made the 
fire a dangerous and difficult one to 
handle. 

Forty cars were destroyed, and Presi- 
dent H. H. Vreeland of the railroad com- 
pany, who was there, estimated the value 
of each car at $4,000. Fire Chief Croker 
estimated the total loss at from $175,00U0 
to $200,000, the interior of the two-story 
structure having been practically burned 

out. 

At the sight of the flames shooting up 
past the iron-barred windows of the jail, 
which looks down upon the car barns, the 
prisoners became terrified. There were 
thirty-five men in the cells and ten women 
prisoners, which, with the six women and 
thirteen men employed as help, Matron 
Kelly and Keeper Skelly, made the total 
jail population sixty-six. The women's 
cells are on the west side, nearest the 
flames, and a chorus of shrieks indicated 
their frantic efforts to get out of the 
locked cells. 


UPROAR IN PRISON. 


Four negresses became hysterical and 
butted the doors with their heads until 
almost senseless. Matron Kelly rushed 
up, and, setting aside the ordinary jail 
regulations, opened the doors and led the 
screaming women out to a secluded room. 
In the meantime Detective Sergeants Pea- 
body and Boyle came in and helped the 
matron remove them to a big room on thé 
other side of the building. 

Among the women, the one unconcerned 

was Helen Page, who was ar- 
rested Wednesday night charged . with 
passing bad ehecks, She wore the same 
white aweater in which she was arrested?

Chief Croker, on ac- 
count of the headway gained by the fire, 
sent in a second and a third alarm, and 
finally forty pleces of apparatus, includ- 
ing fourteen engines, were in action. 

Chief Croker had additional cause for 
anger because of the very low water 
pressure, on account of which he was un- 
able to use three of his engines.

Men in Wild Panic After Upper 
Third Avenue Collision. 


POLICE FIGHT TO SAVE WOMEN 


Ome te ee 


One Man Badly Hurt in Rear-End 
Smash at 149th Street—Didn’t 
See Lights, nae Says. 


Between fifty and sixty persons were 
hurt and one man was fatally injured last 
evening at 6:10 o'clock when a rear-end 
collision occurred on the Third Avenue 
elevated railroad at One Hundred and 
Forty-ninth Street. A north-bound Sec- 
ond Avenue West ‘Farms train, run by 
Motorman Daniel McMahon, crashed into 
another train of the same division that 
had just pulled into the One Hundred and 
Forty-ninth Street station. Both trains 
were packed to their platforms with pas- 
sengers. 

Most of these who were injured suf- 
fered from cuts, shock, and broken limbs.

According to many who witnessed the 
accident and the police, who were almost 
immediately on the spet and did wonder- 
ful work in rescuing the people penned in 
the wrecked cars, the men on the trains 
acted like a lot of wild cowards. No 
sooner had the crash come than pande- 
monium broke loose in the last three cars 
of the first train, in which the lights had 
suddenly gone out. 


Men in Wild Rush. 


Men dashed to the doors and windows 
in a mad effort to get out of the cars, 
paying little attention’to the shrieking 
women who were imprisoned and who 
were imploring the men to have consid- 
eration for the children. When the work 
of rescue was started and*the crowd got 
to the street it was found that the women 
were in comparatively good shape, except 
fo> fainting spella and ather evidences of 
shock, while the men were hatiess, and in 
some cases their clothing was torn almost 
from their bodies. Most of the injuries 
that the men got were caused by their 
efforts in trying to climb through the 
broken windows, the jagged glass in 
which cut them severely.

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TORTURES RIOTERS? 


Alleged Use of the Whip to Ex- 
tort Confessions. 


ONE MAN SAW 2,195 DEAD 


And Only Visited a Few of the St. 
Petersburg Heepitals, He Saye— 
Authorities Said 96 Were Killed.

PARIS, Feb. 9.—Owing to the con- 
tradictory reports, colored, no doubt, in 
one sense or the other in proportion 
to the sympathy or the reverse which 
Russia inspires at the present moment, 
the public mind here is a little confused 
as to the real extent and nature of the 
atrocities which were recently perpe- 
trated at St. Petersburg. 

In the Paris edition of a New York 
paper foreign correspondents at St. 
Petersburg are soundly rated editorial- 
ly for having, it is asserted, purposely 
exaggerated the horrors, and this view 
is taken on the authority of the paper's 
special representative, who, however, 
admittedly arrived on the scene some 
Gays after all the bloody work was 
over. 

Az an offset to this Philo-Russian 
protest, a letter which appears to-night 
in the Tempa from its accredited spe- 
clal correepondent at St. Petersburg 
deserves to be quoted, more especially 
as the Temps is the most reliable and 
sober of al) the Paris journals and is 
the favorite semi-official organ of the 
French Foreign Office. 

According to this correspondent, a 
Russian who does not belong to the 
official class, but who spoke with a 
profound accent of sincerity, recount- 
ed to him that the St. Petersburg po- 
lice, with the object of establishing the 
*xistence of a revolutionary plot, which, 
however, is purely fictitious, have made 
free use of the birch in order to force 
imaginary confessions from their pris- 
oners and from wounded men and wo- 
men who were being treated in the hos- 
pitals, and this in spite of the fact 
that the practice of corporal punish- 
ment and torture has been legally abol- 
ished by the Czar. 

One girl student, whose breast had 
been partially severed by a Cossack’s 
sabre, was taken away from the hos- 
pital before she was half cured and 
questioned as to her connection with 
the Anarchist organization by the Com- 
missary of Police. 

Her replies being unsatisfactory, she 
was stripped and flogged with a birch 
on the lower part of her back until 
sheer agony forced her to Weclare any- 
thing that her torturefs wished. 

She was then returned to the hos- 
pital, where it was necessary to place 
her on an elastic bed, so dreadfully had 
she been thrashed. 

A student of the Technological In- 
stitute was similarly whipped, and was 
then sent home in a dying condition. 

The preposterous stories as to the 
amount of money forwarded from Eng- 
land and Japan to aid the rioters were 
all extracted from victims of the po- 
lice under similar circumstances. 

The same Russian informant of the 
Temps stated that he visited fifteen 
out of the forty-six hospitals in St. 
Petersburg in a search for a missing 
relative, and counted 2,195 dead, 
which would prove that the grand 
total was very different from the nine- 
ty-six to which the authorities con- 


fessed.

“This gives a specific example of the 
disturbance of business by having rate- 
fixing power in the hangs of the Inter- 
State Commerce Commission. 
that, it may be said that any general dis- 
turbance of railroading, interfering with 
ecenomies of operation and with stable 
conditions, is going to increase the cost of 
furnishing transportation, and hence the 
price that people have to pay for it 

“I do not believe that in specific in- 
stances the commission would be likely 
lo raise rates on complaint of a road that 
a competitor had reduced its rates below 
the point where profit is possible, first 
because the disposition of the commission 
is not to come to the aid of the railroads, 
and second because in one of the earlier 
cases before it the commission declined to 
do exactly that thing. A railroad had 
made a complaint that a competitor to 
freeze it out on a certain busi- 
ness had below the 
point of profit and asked the commission 
to take looking to the restoration 
of rates in existence before the cutting 
began. This the commission declined to 
do on the ground that it was not its busi- 
ness how low the might place 
their rates. ° 

‘‘The railroads only wish that the com- 
mission would show some such considera- 
tion for them as would have been given in 
raising the rate in the case above. But, 
unfortunately, the reverse appears to be 
ihe case, and everybody has it in for the 
railroads. Now I don’t claim for them the 
possession of any greater virtues than are 
found in other business enterprises, or in 
the legislators at Washington, Albany, 
or at the City Hall, but I think that the 
history of railroading in this country 
shows that the railroads have had about 
as much consideration for the welfare of 
all classes of interests as any line of 
activity where money has been invested.” 

USURY LAW AS AN EXAMPLE. 

The President of another great railroad 
system agreed with Mr. Truesdale on the 
result of rate fixing by the Inter-State 
Commerce Commission, and _ illustrated 
the point by the working of the law 
against usury in this State. 

“That law was passed by the farmer 
vote,” ke said. ‘‘I fought it, not because 
I wanted to lend money at usurious rates, 
but because I wanted to have a chance to 
borrow it cheaply. After that law had 
been passed, fixing the legal rate at & 
per cent., another was passed for the ben- 
efit of the financial community, which

You control a 
rate by passing laws against specific 
acts tending to produce unfairness. We 
may take the word ‘rebate’ as a generic 
term. Then if any individual has suf- 
fered because of unfair rates or rebates 
he can go before the Inter-State Com- 
merce Commission and get it to advise 
the institution of a suit, if he has a good 


case, or else seek redress himself in the | 


courts, according to circumstances. 


“Any such control of rates so as to do! 


away with rebates in every form or de- 
scription no one will welcome more quick- 
ly than the railroads, and_this is shown 
in the present instance. But the fixing 
of a rate by the Government means a 
very different thing. It is the fixing of 
a price for which transportation shail be 
furnished, and when you have extended 
the sphere of the Government as far as 
that, you are establishing Government 
interference with industry that is almost 
mediaeval in its severity and possibility 
for evil.

| Their Growth and Beneficent Influence 


—Are Severer Laws Needed ? 
| To tie Editor of The New York Times: 

It is generally assumed that the Inter- 
State. Commeree act of 1887 was the 
first important enactment for the regu- 
lation of the railroads of t..e country 
This is a great mistage. ‘ihe 
Congress of June 15, 1866, entitled 
| Act to Facilitate Commercial, Postal, and 
| 


Military Communication Among the 
| States ”’ is ari even more important act. 
It is suggestive, enabling, and protective.

It invites to combination, to expansion,

|; gestion whatever of Governmental re- 
|straint. It reads as follows: 

“That every railroad company in the 
| United States whose road is operated by 
|steam, its successors and assigns, be, and 
jis hereby, authorized to carry upon and 
jover its road, boats, bridges, and ferries 
all passengers, troops, Government sup- 
plies, mails, freight, and property on their 
way from one State to another State, and 
{o receive compensation therefor, and to 
connect with roads of other States, so ag 
to form continuous dines for the trans- 
portation of the same to the place of des- 
tination.’’"—Revised Statutes, Section 
5,258. 

This act has been denominated ‘ The 
Charter of the American Railroad Sys- 
tem.’’ Its broad and general terms would 
}seem to justify the title of ‘‘ Constitution 
lof the American Railroad System.” I shall 
| briefly notice the causes which led up to 
|; this beneficent enactment: 
| From the year 1840 to about the year 
i860 the railroads of the United States 
were, as a rule, dissociated. Each line 
|; pursued its own traffic policy, prescribed 
its own classification and rate sheets, 
|}avoided joint traffic arrangements with 
the lines of other companies, and stoutly 
resisted the common use of cars and 
tracks. Different track gauges were adopt- 
ed by the different companies in order to 
subserve the commercial interest of their 
several termini, and in order to avoid 
entangling alliances with other companies. 
But in the course of time the country out- 
grew this restricted mode of railroad 
transportation. A general demand arose 
for larger and more comprehensive 
policy. During the civil war, 1861 to 1865, 
| the Government of the United States re- 
quired the continuity of railroad transpor- 
tation for the movement of men and mu- 
nitions of war. Soon thereafter the com- 
mercial interests demanded a larger and 
less restricted method of conducting the 
internal commerce of the country by rail. 
There also arose a general and imperious 
demand for uninterrupted postal commu- 
nications and for improved facilities for 
travel. It was impossible for the railroad 
companies to resist these demands for a 
unified system of railroad facilities. Ac- 
cordingly, they acceded to and have stead- 
ily observed the requirement of the act 
of June 15, 1866. In the course of twenty- 
five common track gauge had 
been adopted, tracks had been united, 
joint traffic over connecting lines had 
| been generally established, and the rail- 
roads of the country, while sharply com- 
peting, had become in fact partners in the 
grandest system of transportation that 
the world saw. This unification of 
interests constituted, however, a partner- 
} ship, not as between friends or persons 
lengaged in voluntary co-operative enter- 
| prise, but as between corporations, forced 
into partnership relations. In many in- 
stances it was between strenuous rivals — 
enemies engaged in a life or death strug- 
gle for ascendency. Every stage in the 
development of the Amerjcan railroad 
system has been marked by harsh, fric- 
tional resistance and fierce contests. The 
physical unity of the different lines was 
readily accomplished and it exists to-day

Rates frequently 
fell below the actual cost of transporta- 
tion, many roads became insolvent, and 
bankruptcy stared all the leading 
panies in the faec.

\licularly the great commercial centres of 
the country,- suffered greatly from this 
‘ondition of demoralization. At times the 
nternal commerce of the country was 
| paralyzed. Hence there arose an im- 
perilous public demand that these strug:

The “ Railroad Problem in the United 
tates,’ about which so much was writ- 
ten and spoken between the years 1875 
and 18&7, has happily been solved in. all 
its more important economic, commercial, 
and political aspects. In this the desires 
and expectations of the people this 
country expressed in the act of June 15, 
‘a¢g——the charter of the American railroad 
system—have been fully realized. This 
has been in part a result of the beneficent 
act to regulate commerce, approved Feb. 
1, 1887, which legalized and made effect- 
ive the measures previously and _ since 
adopted by the railroad companies.

Withdrawal on Margin Account Not a 
Bankruptcy Preferment. 


Several points of interest to’ stock brok- 
ers were decided yesterday in the United 
States District Court here by Judge Holt. 

John M. Shaw & stock brokers of 
this city, in the Spring of 1908 carried an 
extensive account with J. Francis Brown 
& Co., Boston stock brcekers. Shaw & Co. 
were Brown's customers, and as a result 
of some six months of operations had in 
June, 1903, a lot of stocks which Brown & 
Co. were carrying for them, and which 
were considerably overmargined. Brown 
& Co. failed on June 27, 1908, making a 
general assignment, On June 24 Shaw & 
Co. withdrew in cash $5,000, thus reducing 
their margin to that extent, but leaving 
their account still overmargined. g Two 
days later, on June 26; Shaw & Co. closed 
the account, taking over stocks worth 
about $46,000 and paying Brown & Co. 
their debit baiance of about $35,000. 

Brown & Co, afterward went into bank- 
ruptey, and their trustee sued Shaw ww 
Co. to recover the $5,000 which they had 
drawn and the ditference between the 
market value of the stocks which they 
received on,closing the account and the 
amount paid by them, upon the ground 
that the payment and transfer were pref- 
erences in violation of the bankruptcy act. 

The trustee was represented by John 
Brooks Leavitt, and Shaw & Co. by 
Maurice Untermyer and Abraham Bene- 
dict of Guggenheimer, Untermyer & Mar-

Judge Holt, after two days’ trial, with-
